Writing a novel is not as difficult 
as it seems, said Novelist Mary 
Johnston-Davis. 

“It s like piecing a quilt together, 
but you don’t always have to start 
with just the beginning,” she told 
journalism and sociology students 
recently. Johnston-Davis co¬ 
authored “ Love’s Legacy ” with 
Debbie Jordan under the pseudonym 
Rosemary Jordan 

Johnston-Davis is a Tyler native 
and former TJC student. She has 
done volunteer work for couples 
who have lost children through 
miscarrage or Sudden Infant Death 
Syndrome (SIDS). 

Jordan is a former LaPorte 
keypunch operator.

Both suffer from lupus, a genetic 

tissue disorder. Their disease led to 
their meeting through a lupus victim 
newsletter. 

‘‘This book is very much my fan¬ 
tasy on paper to jet arOund the world 
and do things that I can’t do because 
of my illness,” Johnston-Davis said. 
She was diagnosed as having the 
disease in 1980 but has had serious 
health problems since she was a col¬ 
lege freshman. 

‘‘Love’s Legacy,” originally titl¬ 
ed ‘‘The Wedding Gown,” is a five 
generation story of an Irish im¬ 
migrant whose decendants achieve 
the American dream, -each in her 
own way. As they do, the wedding 


dress is passed generation to genera¬ 
tion, Johnston-Davis said. 

“This is not your typical romance 
novel,” she said. “In it, we cover 
all kinds of social issues, from 
sweatshops to women’s sufferage, 
and it ends with the North Ireland 
Peace Movement”. 

Johnston-Davis and Jordan over¬ 
came problems of partnership by 
sharing a common goal, Johnston- 
Davis said. 

“Usually I’ll see the end of a story 
first, then Debbie fills in details,” 
Johnston-Davis said. “We outline a 
character so that we know 
everything about them. Then, when 
we start writing, we understand them 
so well we know how they will react 
to any situation.” 

After completing a novel, 
Johnston-Davis recommends using 
“Writer’s Market” to find the best 
publisher for your type of storyline. 

“Joining a Romance Writer’s 
Club can also be helpful, but usual¬ 
ly if you haven’t had anything 
printed before, it takes longer,” she 
said. 

“Debbie and I both have houses 
filled with manuscripts that were re¬ 
jected before, but now publishers are 
going back and taking another look 
at them,” Johnston-Davis said. 

Current trends in romance novels 
have moved back to cleaner books, 
she said. 

The best way to find an agent is 
through a referral and contacts, she 
said. Both authors have only recently 
signed with an agent permanently. 

“In some ways it’s good that you 
can’t always get an agent the first 
time, because you really know so lit¬ 
tle,” Johnston-Davis said. 

Johnston-Davis and Jordan sold 
“Love’s Legacy” without an agent. 

Six different production com¬ 
panies are looking at the storyline as 
a possible mini-series, but nothing 
will be definite for up to three or four 
years, she said. 

Despite 18 months of work on the 



novel, Johnston-Davis and Jordan 
did not choose the cover design and 
will have no control over a film

script should it become a mini¬ 
series. 

They will also not receive 


royalties until December, Johnston- 
Davis said. Each author receives 
15.8 percent from the first 100,000 
copies sold, an expected $5000 or 
$6000 at year’s end. 

“This may not seem like a whole 
lot of money for 18 months work, 
but if you are planning to be a writer, 
you really do need to have another 
source of income,” Johnston-Davis 
said. 

As an alternate source of income, 
Johnston-Davis worked in public 
relations until her illness prevented 
full-time employment. Until now she 


has worked as a substitute teacher. 
Johnston-Davis’s experiences as a 
substitute have inspired a survival 
manual for substitute teachers, she 
said. 

Johnston-Davis and Jordan are 
currently working on a mystery 
novel,“Double Illusions,” which 
should be complete soon, Johnston- 
Davis said. 

“Right now all of this is still like 
a fairy tale that’s still hard to believe 
and is still new to us, but if you do 
plan to be a writer, keep notes and 
save everything,” she said.

Letter to the Editor 

To the editor: 

I would like to comment on a practice that I have 
noticed in past editions of the TJC NEWS regarding the 
terminology used to describe college housing units. I 
am talking about the word “Dorm”. In the past, col¬ 
leges have offered housing with the purpose of providing 
a controlled atmosphere that met the minimal living 
needs of students. In other words, “a roof, a bed and 
a substitute mother.” This was a dorm and little else 
was included in the deal. However, beginning in the 
mid-60s and continuing to the present, colleges 
everywhere have attempted to increase services to and 
provide additional educational and social experiences 
for residential students. The people who work in residen¬ 
tial life positions on a campus now are better educated, 
have received more training and provide a wider range 
of positive experiences for students who live on cam¬ 
pus. As with any other profession, terms are used that 
more accurately describe our goals and how we try to 
achieve them. 

If you check, you will find out that the residence halls 
on our campus offer more than just a place to sleep and 
store your clothes. A random sampling of recent ac¬ 
tivities for students in different halls includes several 
programs on AIDS, a spades tournament, the Room¬ 


mate Game, a variety of presentations on alcohol and 
drug education, seminars by members of the Counsel¬ 
ing Center on their services and personal/social concerns 
and a rooting section at a basketball game. In these halls, 
you will find concerned and enthusiastic hall coor¬ 
dinators and resident assistants trained in emergency 
medical procedures, basic activity programming, and 
communication skills, just to name a few. Recent 
changes in operations of the residence halls have includ¬ 
ed the initiation of visitation hours in the lounges, in¬ 
creased services such as cable TV, installation of keyless 
lock systems to improve security and allow more per¬ 
sonal freedom to residents. 

All the members of the Residential Life staff, both 
in our central office and in all eight halls, consider 
ourselves professionals and strive to conduct ourselves 
appropriately. The use of the term “dorm” or “dor¬ 
mitory” reflects a past that no longer exists. Although 
students still use these terms in informal conversations, 
I would like very much to have the Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege community understand that the living units at Tyler 
Junior College are residence halls, not “dorms,” and 
we are very proud of that fact.

Dates set 
for summer 
registration 

Time permits for the summer ses¬ 
sion can be picked up in the 
Registrar’s Office beginning May 21 
for Summer Session I. Permits will 
be available June 29 for Summer 
Session II. Registration for Summer 
Session I will be June 1 and for Ses¬ 
sion II July 9, both in Wagstaff 
Gym. 

“Normally the courses offered are 
the basic. Only required subjects 
such as English, history and math 
are available,” said Admissions 
Dean Kenneth Lewis. 

The courses available during the 
summer months have been limited to 
the basics due to increased enroll¬ 
ment during the fall and spring 
semesters and budget cuts. Summer 
Session I will offer only 86 selec¬ 
tions instead of last year’s l90 sec¬ 
tions. Summer Session II will offer 
58 sections instead of last year’s 115 
sections. 

Summer schedules are available in 
the Registrar's Office. 

“Because of the increased enroll¬ 
ment, the college had to hire part- 
time teachers for the spring and fall 
semesters,” said Lewis. 

Lewis thinks enrollment will be up 
for both summer sessions. He en¬ 
courages students to pick up time 
permits early to insure getting the 
courses they want. 

Students wishing fb enroll in sum¬ 
mer sessions must complete an ad¬ 
missions application and turn it in to 
the Registrar’s Office in Jenkins 
Hall. Then they obtain a time per¬ 
mit in the Registrar’s Office and ob¬ 
tain any counselor or faculty advise¬ 
ment needed. 

Students must go to Wagstaff Gym 
at the assigned time for class selec¬ 
tion where the student completes 
registration and secures an ID card 
and parking permit. 

No early registration is planned 
for either summer session. Late 
registration for Session I will be June 
3-4 and July 13-14 for Session II. 
Audit registration for Session I will 
be June 4 and July 14 for Session II. 
Drops and adds for Session I will be 
June 3-4 and July 13-14 for Session 
II. 

Tuition and fees must be paid upon 
registration.
